Sadat Says Saudis Agree 
To Fund Egypt’ s Military

WASHINGTON, July 17 (WP). 
—Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat, in an extensive defense 
of his policies, revealed yesterday 
that Saudi Arabia has agreed to 
pay all the costs of the develap- 
ment of Egypt's armed forces un- 
til 1981. 

Addressing a meeting in Cairo 
of the Arab Socialist Union— 
watchdog of Egypt's three political 
parties—Mr. Sadat also reported 
new details of his split with the 
Soviet Union, He said that high- 
level efforts at rapprochement 
have failed and that Moscow has 
canceled all military contracts 
with Cairo. 

That the Saudis have contmbut~ 
ed several billion dollars to Egypt 
was well mown, but a commit- 
ment on the scale that Mr. Sadat 
Gescribed is new, Mr. Sadat gave 
no details but his statement that 
tne Saudis would pay to “develop” 
Egyptian armed forces was in- 
terpreted by some reporters in 
Cairo to mean that Saudi Arahia 
will pay for new weapons for 
Egypt. 

Saudi support is believed to 

ve been a major factor in Mr. 
Sadat’s decision early last year 
to terminate his military pact 
with the Soviet Union and to 
cancel Moscow's naval base rights. 
His close relations with the Unit- 
ed States following the 1973 
Middle East war were another 
fundamental factor in his quarrel 
With Moscow. 

As Washington prepared for 2 
visit by Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin, Tuesday and 
‘Wednesday, Mr. Sadat reiterated 
his view that Israeli occupation 
of Arab territory captured in the 
1967 war must end. It is “incon- 
ceivable” that there can be 
“peace with occupation,” he said. 

Bir. Sadat said that Egypt is 
ready to sign an agreement which 
would “end the state of war_polit~ 
ically and legally.” He added that, 
“for the first time in its his- 
tory. Israel's legal existence with- 
in its borders will be recoguiz- 
ed... this will ultimately lead to 
one result: namely. that if Israei 
adheres to the principles of in- 
ternational Isw, it will become 
one of the Middle East states 
that will live in peace.” 

President Sadat did not repeat 
the statement he made to visit- 
ing U.S. congressmen lasi week 
that he would be willing to es 
tablish diplomatic and trade rela- 
tions with Israel five years after 
@ peace agreement. Nor did he 
repeat his strongly negative re- 
marks, quoted by a Lebanese 
magazine, suggesting that normal 
relations with Israel are out of 
the question for the foreseeable 
future. 

According to news service re- 
ports of Mr. Sadat’s three-hour 
address, which was carried by 
Cairo radio, he said that he had 
obtained the eommitment from 
Saudi Arabia last year.

BEIRUT, July 1 'NYT).— 
Fighting erupted last night and 
continued today between rival 
Palestinian guerrilla factions at 
the main Sabra refugee camp 
here.

The main one is whether he 
means the total military budget 
or the purchase of new weapons.

It is possible that merely keep- 
ing Mr. Sadat in power is enough 
of a return on investment for 
the Saudis. He is leading resis- 
‘tance to Communism in the Red 
Sea region and the Horn of Africa 
and the Saudis are eager ta help 
him put down radical opponents. 

The speech should dispel any 
doubts about the finality of 
Egrvpt’'s split with the Soviet 
Union and its move into the anti- 
Communist conservative camp 
supported by the Saudis. 

Thus. Mr. Sadat finds himself 
in several positions that would 
have been unthinkable for an 
Egyptian leader a few years ago 
—bound financially and political- 
ly to Saudi Arabia, committed to 
opposing leftist regimes in Africa 
and on the defensive against 
critics at home.

Israel Trims 
Arms Budget 
$143 Million 


TEL AVIV, July 17 (AP\.~Is- 
rael's month-old conservative 
Likud coalition government took 
bald action today to cut its spend- 
ing, and ultimately inflation, br 
trimming its defense budget and 
reducing its support of lor food 
Prices. 

The policy, announced br Fi- 
nance Minister Simcha Ehrlich. 
meant an immediate 25-per-cent 
increase in prices at markets and 
‘gasoline stations, 

A gallon of premium fuel will 
cost $2.10 tomorrow. up from $1,71. 
Long lines of cars formed at 
some stations tonight as soon as 
the announcement was made. 


Mr. Ehrlich also announced a 
2-per-cent devaluation m the Is- 
-rael pound. - A. dollar is now 
worth 9.15 pounds. 

Drastic measures were needed 
immediately. Mr. Ehriich said, to 
prevent the pound “from becom~ 
ing a worthless piece ci paper.” 

The plan trimmed 1.4 billion 
pounds ($143 million) from the 
$4.5-billion defense budget sub- 
mitted by the Labor government 
in March, A total of $40 million 
was sliced off the foreign-cur- 
rency allocation for buying new 
Weapons. 

‘The total budget was cut by 
$235 million. It is now 512.7 bil- 
lion. 

The plan incorporated some of 
the recommendations of U.S. 
economist Milton Friedman, the 
Nobel Prize-winner who was ask- 
ed to give unofficial advice to 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin's 
government on fiscal policy. 

Mr, Friedman, on a visit earlier 
this month. suggested that the 
government cut its spending to 
reduce inflation, which reached 
38 per cent last year. 

“Israel is suffering from the 
standard disease of too much 
government.”

“The 
key is a reduction in spending.”

WASHINGTON, July 17 (NYT). 
—President Carter has approved 
a State Department request to 
adniit 15,000 Indochinese 
into the Uniled States, cluding 
the 7,000 “boat people” still liv~ 
ing on the vessels that they used 
to flee Vietnam. 


Administration officials said 
that, efter more than two weeks 
of study, the White House has 
agreed with the recommendation 
made by Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance to help af least some of 
the more than 80.000 Indochinese 
who are stranded in Thailand 
and throughout Southeast Asia, 

Mr. Carter told Mr, Vance Fri- 
day to go ahead with the neces- 
sary formality and ask Attorney 
General Griffin Bell to use his 
emergency “parole authority” to 
admit the 15,000 Laotians, Cam- 
Hoaians end Vieteamesa this year 
and next year, officials said. 

The Attorney General is ex- 
pected to make the formal an- 
nouncement of the administra- 
tion decision tomorrow, officials 
said, 

Congress Unenthusiastic 


The issue is potentially con- 
troversial because many members 
of Congress have indicated that 
they are unenthusiastic about ad- 
mitting more Indochinese refu- 
gees. Since the Communist take- 
over in 1975, 150,000 refugees have 
been admitted by the United 
States. 

The attorney general, when 
using the parole authority, con- 
sults with key members of Con- 
gress before dealing with im- 
migration affairs. 

Rep. Joshua Eatberg, D-Pa., who 
heads the Judiciary Subcommit- 
tee on Immigration, has a bill 
pending before the full commit- 
tee that would allow additional 
refugees into the country on a 
quota basis, Last week he called 
for an international conference 
to deal with the unexpected con- 
tinuing flow of refugees from 
Indochina. 

An aide to Rep. Hilberg said 
that he reserved judgment on the 
State Department request pending 
@ hearing by his committee to 
6tudy the facts. 

Sen, Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., 
who heads the Judiciary Subcom- 
mittee on Refugees, strongly sup- 
ported the move. 


Cost Study 


White House officials said that 
the administration would not be 
able to inform Congress on the 
eosts of admitting the 15,000 rei- 
ugees until the President had 
received a study by the Office 
of Management and Budget on 
the further welfare payments 
needed for the 150,000 already in 
this country. 

Tt has been estimated that the 
United States has spent more 
than $500 million in transporting 
and resettling the 150,000 refu- 
gees. It was believed earlier that 
it might cost $15 million for the 
additional 15,000. 


State Department officials said 
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that there are now τὰ “poet 
cases,” With more than 3,000 in 
Malaysia and more than 2,000 in 
Thailand, The others are scai- 
tered in many other countries. 
They all are denied entry and 
most are still aboard their craft, 
sometimes in extremely primitive 
conditions. 

There are also 79,646 refugees 
in refugee camps in Thailan:i: 
there are 67,536 refugees from 
Laos, 10,971 from Cambodia, 1,329 
from Vietnam, 

The State Department intends 
to choose the 15,000 primariiy 
from the boat cases and the re- 
mainder from the Thai refugees, 
with the emphasis on Lastians 
with close ties to the United 
States.

Senate experience has demon- 
strated that seemingly intractable differ- 
ences of principles on this -issue can be 
smoothed out in an atmosphere of mutual 
executive-congressional confidence. But the 
House has not developed that knack. 

“The President, the Vice-President and 
the head of the CIA have asked us to plug 
up leaks on the Hill,” Speaker O'Neill roared. 
as {if pleasing the executive branch and 
saving the nation from the irresponsibe 
leakers in the House were the principal aims 
of the exercise. To many members, of 
course, his appeal smacked of cover-up.

But the looting and 
purning in the poorer sections of Harlem. the 
Bronx, Queens and Brooklyn are terrible 
indictments of the state of the city. its 
government and its people. There will be 
much analysis in the next few weeks about 
why that happened—the weather, unem- 
ployment. anger. frustration. just plain 
meanness—and we are not about to specu- 
jate. Suffice it to say now that. in a variety 
of important respects. the New York that 
New York revealed to the world Wednesday 
night is something less than a wonderful 
town.

A.—Moscor, like Washington or 
Paris. is a big city with many 
ernss-currents of opinion within 
the policy-making establishment 
competing for attention—what 
you call the dote-hawk equation 
in the United States.

Q.—Why, then. are Buropean 
leaders expressing fears about 
Soviet geopolitical designs pri- 
vately that they don't share with 
their people publiciy?

Schmidt Urges 
West to Focus 
On Troop Talks 


BONN. July 17 (AP!—Chan- 
cellor Helmut Schmidt, returning 
from talks with President Carter, 
said yesterday the West should 
give new emphasis to troop re- 
duction talks with the Russians 
since strategic arms negotiations 
hare stalled.

Mr, Schmidt arrived here today 
from Reykjavik, where he had 
Spent the last two days. 

Regarding his relationship with 
Mr. Carter, Mr. Schmidt acdmit- 
ted there were differences be- 
tween the two on nuclear energy 
and other issues.

technology transfers are making. 


2 direct contribution to Russia's 
military effort. Boris Rabbot. a 
former top adviser in Kremlin 
circles. has just written that 
60 per cent of Soviet enterprises 
are engaged in praduction for the 
armed forces. 


A.—Western countries had to 
make a fundamental choice be- 
tween collapsing the Soviet sys- 
tem or helping it to evolve. To 
travel the liquidation route re- 
quired the means to back up 
such a policy. which would, of 
course, imply military superiority 
and economic measures that 
would hare condemned the So- 
viet Union to tts decline and fall. 
Such a policy would also have 
entailed a state of perpetual ten- 
sion and the danger of one spark 
triggering conflict. And Russia. 
doubtless, would hare tried to 
counter such a Western policy 
br ali sorts of dangerous means. 
Detente is an option on the op- 
posite course that is designed to 
avoid confrontation and main- 
tain rough parity in armaments 
while attempting to collaborate 
without forsaking our respective 
convictions that one side's system 
is superior to the other one. 1 
am sure that a scientific analysis 
of Soviet life between 1967 and 
1sT7—whether we're talking about 
increased access to information 
or the dissident phenomenon— 
would show important changes. 
So to push the Soviet system 
into an economic disaster ould 
be counterproductive. Moreover. 
credit is a worldwide institution 
and it is refused only to bad 
credit risks. So far. Eastern 
countries have not defaulted. 


Q.—In that case. how do rou 
explain that the Soviet economy 
is still subordineted. as was the 
case in Britain in World War 11. 
to militarr production and to the 
maximum effectiveness of their 
armed forces? This translates in- 
to four times more tanks pro- 
duced than the United States. 
nine times more artillery tubes. 
enough combat aircraft to re- 
equip the entire French or Brit- 
ish Air Forces every five months. 
and so forth. 


A.—This effort is part of a 
program that goes back many 
yeats. Some date it [from the 
Cuban missile crisis. Others at- 
tribute it to the Sino-Soviet 
erais. Russia has every histori- 
cal reason to feel itself militarily 
vulnerable. Tt is my impression 
that they are still going for parity, 
not superiority. 


Q.—That is true in the nuclear 
arms field, but hasn't conven- 
tional parity now changed to 
overwhelming Soviet superiority? 


A.—Conventional parity has in- 
deed ceased to exist and the 
balance now favors the Soviets, 
but there is still the qualitative 
factor that works in the West's 
favor. Mr. Brezhnev, for exam- 
ple. mentioned the reconstitution 
of ἃ very powerful West German 
conventional army. Western mili- 
tary specialists believe that the 
Soviets have now taken a mill- 
tary lead while the Soviets be- 
Heve that the United States is 
determined to recapture the lead. 
We are in a situation of mutual 
distrust. aggravated by the new 
ideological dimension on the 
buman rights front. 


Q—Do Fou relate Soviet activl- 
ties in Africa to Europe's sources 
of raw materials and are these 
activities, in your judgment, part 
of a grand strategy? 


A—In Africa. I think it is more 
@ matter of targets of opportu- 
nity than a grand plan. When 
ἃ Vacuum is created, as was the 
case in Angola, they {Π] it. The 
same thing has just happened in 
Ethiopia. But when the vacuum 
was preempted by others. the 
Soviets did not persist. In the 
Indian Ocean. on the contrary, 
there is a grand strategy and 
here, of course, there is a link 
with their presence in certain 
parts of eastern Africa. 


Q—As tt was preempted in 
Zaire’s Shaba Province last April? 


A—Correct. 


Q—Wher you and the Moroc- 
cans reacted in Zaire. did you 
feel that the United States and 
‘Western Europe hed abdicated 
their geopolitical responsibilities 
in Africa and thet somebody had 
to act? 


A—I came to the conclusion 
that the United States and West- 
ern Europe were absent io Africa 
at a very crucial moment and 
that it was necessary to act on 
our own to preserve the security 
and territorial integrity of a 
‘Western-oriented state—which. by 
definition. means the protection 
of Western interests. 


@.—Did you manage to pin 
Brezhney down on Soviet 
military activities in Africa? Ac- 
cording to U.S, officials, they are 
now selling or giving more weap- 
onry, both north and south of 
the Sahara, than France, Britain 
and the United States combined, 
including 2,000 tanks to Libya, 
which has an army of only 
30.000? 

A—We didn't discuss Libya at 
all. But I have observed that the 
Soviet presence in Africa is 
heavily concentrated in a fer 
countries for reasons that are

bility. Where you have political 
stability, they have a low profile, 


Ambassador Andrew 
Young recentiy said in ἃ Play- 
bor interview that “1.000 Cubans 
or 20,000 Cubans, or even 100,000 
Cubans anywhere in the world are 
no threat to the United States.” 
Do you agree? 


“I can assure vou that there 
isn't a single African 
leader . . . who doesn’t tell 
you in private that he 
ardently wishes the Cubans 
would go home.”

Q—How did Mr, Brezhnev 


Teact when you said that détente . 


meant ideological détente as well 
and that it should be global in 
scope, not simply limited to 
Europe? 


A—Mr. Brezhnev does not 
agree with me but he does 
recognize that France's viewpoint 
is well-founded, and it's worth 
noting that our joint declaration 
did indeed say that détente 
should extend to all parts of the 
world. It's the first time the 
Soviet Union has put its signa- 
ture to such a statement of in- 
tentions. 


Q.—Britain’s new chief of de- 
fense staff, Sir Neil Cameron, is 
warning that NATO in the future 
might “be obliged to wage peri- 
pheral wars to keep its share of 
world resources." Do you feel

A—Such military statemenis 
are singularly inappropriate, The 
idea that we could substitute 
military intervention for the good 
relations we now enjoy with these 
raw-material producers negates 
the basic principle of inter- 
dependence. It would be 8 major 
mistake to establish relations 
with African or Arab countries on 
the basis of reciprocal threats. 
We should adopt an entirely dif- 
ferent attitude. 


Q—Wouldnt this attitude 
change if certain major ol! pro- 
ducers were to come under the 
domination of radical or pro- 
Soviet regimes? 

A-—We must act in a way that 

~ will prevent such a situation from 
arising. 


Q.—Yet, you recently suggested 
a “Eurafrican” solidarity. and 
security pact to head off super- 
power confrontation in Africa 
and a ruinous arms race for the 
Africans. Who would protect 
them? 

A—The departure point should 
be the realization that they have 
objectives that are very similar 
to our own. There is an arma- 
ments race in Africa todar be- 
cause there is no common secu- 
rity code, as exists, for example, 
in Europe with détente between 
the Atlantic alliance and the 
Warsaw Pact nations. In Africa, 


* the only common security ground 


was respect for the old colonial 
frontiers, but even that principle 
is now being challenged—such as 
between Ethiopia and Eritrea and 
Somalia, or in the Shaba affair 
in Zaire. So, we must urgently 
think through new security ar- 
:Tangements that African coun- 
tries would agree to abide by in 
‘a solemn declaration such as the 
one Western and Eastern nations 
subscribed to at the European 
security conference in Heisinii in 
1975. This would have to include 
respect of borders and non- 
recourse to force to settle dis. 
putes, 

9.0 you believe that if 
popular fronts come to power in 
France and in Italy, with Com- 
munists sharing power at the 
national level, NATO would, In 


effect, become a U.S.-West Ger-. 


man military alliance and that 
the temptation would grow in 
Congress to pull U.S. troops out 
of Europe?

4—tinternational opinion now 
Seems to have a warped under- 
standing of our position on these 
matters, I think I had succeeded 
in making it clearly understood 
by former President Ford and 
Dr. Eissinger. The détente we 
observed in Franco-American

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But Some Declines in Business Predicted 


Little Fear of Serious Slowdown Is Evidenced 


By Thomas E, Mullaney 


NEW YORK, July 17 ayT).— 
Except for the behavior of the 
stock market's blue chins, which 
are.continuing to exhibit a lack 
of conviction that better days are 
ahead for the American economy, 
there is little evidence of fear so 
far that inflation {s worsening or 
that business is pointed toward 
@ serious slowdown in the second 
half of the year comparable to 
the ‘pause that developed in the 
final six months of 1976. 

To the contrary, the latest data 
contain ai least a5 many reasons 
to support the confidence of the 
optimists as the gloom of the pes- 
simaistie minority, with the ἐπὶ 
certainly greater toward the 
former. 

Auto sales are off to a fast start. 
in July, with their 15-per-cent 
gain over a year earlier in the 
month's first 10 days, and the in- 
dustry’s production is holding 
about 24 per cent above the 1976 
level ‘as plant shutdowns start for 
the model change-overs. Railroad 
and trock freight shipments are 
ronming about'5 per cent ahead 
οἵ last vear’s volume, General re- 
tail sales, though slowing 2a bit 
recently, are still well above tho 
year-ago level, And the employ- 
ment and income pictures remain 
strong. 

It would not be surprising. οἱ 
course, to see some overall slow- 
down in the economy in the 
months shead—and many ana- 
lysts have been predicting it. 
Economic expansions do not pro- 
ceed in unbroken, upward pat- 
terns, as the current one clearly 
shows. The recovery cycle since 
the last recession is now almost 
28 months old and is reaching a 
mature stage, but it has not been 
one of wninterrupted upward 
thrust.

Since the latter part of ast 
year, the economy has progressed 
along a vigorous upward path, 
offsetimg even the handicap of 
an unusually severe winter and 
quel shortages that temporarily 
cut its speed.

One of the more bearish views 
was offered this month by Harold 
B. Ehrlich, president of Bern- 
stein-Macaulay, Inc., a New York 
investment advisory firm, who 
Said in his July letter: 

“We feel the odds favor the 
emergence of a sluggish period— 
maybe even 2 minirecession— 
either late this year or during the

Nor should it be a po- 
tential tool for the All-Star 
Manager to use to his own 
team's advantage.
